COMMERCIALISM IN POLITICS. 


What Controller Bird S. Color, of New 


York, terms a "spirit o{ commercialism" 
has brou^t American politics, especially 
in the great cities, into world-wide dis- 
repute. The most astonishing thing is 
that tbie people punnlt it to flourish un- 
checked under thi ir very nostrils, though 
lt« exuberance is lhat of putrescence, the 
right c-f it is nauseating, its fumes are 
poisonous and it in prolific of the germs 
of civic degenerai y, disease and death. 
Commercialism In politics is infinitely 
worse than larceny or highway robbery or 
embezzlement. The crooks who thrive 
on it assume on air of respectability, fill 
positions of pnbll; trust, make a pretense 
of honesty and economy in administra- 
tion, rant about tho exalted privileges 
and responsibilii ios of citizenship and 
pose as leaders, statesmen and publicists. 
Their cant and hypocrisy and Pharisaism 
make them villains of a deeper dye than 
the outlaw who cuts himself adrift from 
the conventions of society and embraces 
the faith of the criminal and outcast. 


Statesmen of the commercial habit do 


not stoop to rob t he public treasury- P«b- 
Hc funds are safe enough as a rule in their 
hand*. They understand the duties of 
tho administration intrusted to them and 
render about as large a measure of perfor- 
mance as is eitpeotod and required by a 
community already preoccupied with other 
matters, inclind to be over-indulgent 
toward their public servants and cindlffer- 
ent to the details of municipal administra- 
tion. The people require little of their 
public officials but get less. 
The poli- 


tician Is an opportunist and finds his 
sphere of most lucrative activity in the 
bartering of his official influence and the 
traffic in privileges for the disposition of 
which the public does not hold him to ac- 
count. 


The war cry ot the Jacksoninn Demo- 


cracy, "To the victors belong the spoils," 
long ago ceased to apply to the offices 
alone. A oarty which obtains control of 
the administration of a great city has fa- 
vors to dispense far more valuable than 
patronage. Tho power of the city govern- 
ment may bo employed to enrich favored 
cliques and conciliate and satisfy the 
"organization." Tho ring or the boss in 
control of the party in power has business

Upon this illy prepared foundation the 
Street Commissioner put down the first 
course of stone which was likewise left 
without any levelling, but instead thereof 
teams travelled over the stone-pile for 
two weeks, working it into nice ruts and 
ridges, upon which was laid the top-dress- 
ing. 
After all the stone was put down the 


bed, some five or six inches thick, was 
rolled as much as could be done in a ten 
or eleven hour day, when the job was 
pronounced finished and teams being al- 
lowed to travel over the wet stone in less 
than twenty-four hours there were evident 
signs of wear, in some places the horses' 
hoofs teari ,g through 
to the bottom 


course of stone, 
U the present time, say 


three weeks from the time the roadway 
was rolled, fully one-half of the pavement 
needs prompt attention if it is expected 
to last thiough the winter. There are 
many places in the street where a boy with 
a fire shovel could easily dig clear through 
the stone to the earth, and a number of 
places where it looks as though somebody 
had shot loose stones into the street and 
sort of levelled them after a fashion. The 
Street Commissioner in doing this job in 
such a slovenly way did not work in ignor- 
ance, he having been at Doylestown and 
seen how the sample road was built near 
the Farm School, and having been furnish- 
ed with a pamphlet containing the New 
Jersey specifications for macadam roads, 
a copy of which was furnished each mem- 
ber of the street committee. 
These speci- 


fications call for rolling the earth to a 
level grade, then rolling each layer oi 
stone thoroughly as it is laid down and 
n road will.not be accepted unless the sur- 
face has been rolled so hard that a stono 
one inch in diameter will be crushed under 
the roller before it will be driven into the 
roadway. 


This Washington street job, the botch 


made on Pond street between Mulburry 
and Walnut streets, and divers omissions 
or neglects to give attention to places in 
other streets which are beginning to "rav- 
el1! out, call for a Chairman of the Street 
Committee who will look after such mat- 
ters himself and not leave them to a Street 
Commissioner whose knowledge evidently 
does not equal his estimation of bis own 
abilities. 


The writer feels safe In asserting that 


there has not been so much wastefully 
poor street work done during the past ten 
years as has marked the operations of the 
present Street Committee, and possibly 
these last evidences of wasteful ignorance 
and negect will arouse taxpayes to the need 
of making a change, and of making it as 
soon as it can be done.

HEROISM III POLITICS. 


Since the currency question is still one 


of the dominant issues of American politics 
it will be of interest at the beginning of 
the presidetial campaign this year to re- 
vert to one of the most impressive scenes 
ever enacted in the United States Senate, 
when L. Q. C. Lamar of Mississippi, in 
violation of the instructions of his constit- 
uents, refused to support tho silver bill 
which was then pending. 


On November 5, 1877, the house passed 


by an overwhelming majority what was 
known as the "Bland bill." This measure 
contemplated the resumption of the coin- 
use of silver dollars of 112}^ groins, not- 
withstanding the fact that 412}£ grains of 
silver were then valued in the world's mar- 
ket at only 92 cents. On passing the 
house the bill was immediately transmit- 
ted to the Senate, where it provoked an 
unusually bitter discussion, extending 
through several weeks. 


# # # 


Senator Lamar was one of tho number 


who i.urticipnted in tho debate. Ho made 
nn argument against the measure which 
attracted the attention of the country 
from the lakes to the gtilf, and he declar- 
ed with great earnestness that he could 
not give his support to nny measure which 
was calculated to cheapen the nation's 
money and to sully the nation's sacred 
ionor. 


In making this speech against the Bland 


bill Senator lamar placed himself in op- 
position to the wishss of many of his con- 
itituents in Mississippi, and despite the 
:act that he was recognized as Mississip- 
pi's idol, he was made the target of many 
jitter shafts of criticism. Finally the leg- 
slature of Mississippi, which was then in 
session, took up the matter and passed res- 
olutions instructing Senator Lamar to 
support the Bland bill when it was put up- 
on its passage in the senate. 
Although he 


ceenly felt the sting of the legislature's 
lotion, Senator Lamar was not the man 
o surrender his convictions even nt the 
command of the lawmakers of his state; 
ind so he made up is mind to stand his 
fround regardless of consequencess. 


On receiving formal notice of the action 
the legislature of Misisssippi, Mr. La- 


nar wrote to his wife: 


"The legislature has instructed me to 


ote for the Bland bill. I cannot do it.

Are Politics Too Corrupt for Women T

gardlessof what the consequences might 
i. Jn making his explanation to his 
illeagues Senator Lamar said: 
"Mr. President: Between the resolu- 
ons just read and my convictions there 
a groat gulf. I cannot pass it. Of my 


love for the State of Mississippi I will not 
speak; my life alone can tell it. 
My grat- 


itude for the honor her people have done 
me no words can express. I am proving 
it today by doing what I think their best 
interests and their character require me 
to do. During my life in that state it has 
been my privilege to assist in the educa- 
tion of more than one generation of her 
youth and to give impulse to wave after 
wave of the young manhood that has pas- 
sed out into the troubled sea of her social 
and political life. 
Upon them I have al-

From the force of two men the in- 
dustry has so grown that an opreative 
force of forty is now employed and as soon 
as the new addition is built at least twen- 
ty more hands will be put immediately to 
work.

stalling a 150-light dynamo and the fac- 
tory is to be lighted throughout with elec- 
tricity. 


Kid and colt skins are used for the enam- 


eling process the company importing tho 
lutter hides from Russia. 
, 


The skins aro stretched on frames the 


patent coating cpplied and then plnced in 
wooden ovens for baking. The frames 
are then placed in open fields of which 
there are twenty-three acres surrounding 
the factory and thoroughly cured in the 
sun. 


The Carona Kid Company's product has 


been so well received by the public that 
there is a market for all the goods the 
Company has been able to turn out. Mr. 
Anderson declares the industry is yet in its 
infancy and predicts the leather works 
will grow to be one of Bristol's largest in- 
dustrial establishments.
